When the car struck Shim- 
mel, who was walking en the 'inside 
close to the curb, he was catapulted 
againat his sister, and the woman 
and baby hurled twenty feet from the 
roadside into a field, while Shimmel 
was knocked to. the side of the road 
suffering a severe cut on the side of 
hid head and the broken leg; in the 
crash.

operators of this association, made May 14th, 1914, covering the period from April 1st, 1914, to March 31st, 1916. On April 15th, 1916, the miners 
and operators of this district concluded; a wage scale agreement covering the period from April 1st, 1916, to March 31st, 1918, on an increased wage 


basis over and above the agreement of May, 1914.

The United States declared war upon Germany April 6th, 1917, and upon Austria December 7th, 1917, resulting in an extraordinary demand 


• 
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for coal, and materials and supplies of all kinds, producing increased prices and cost of living. 


The Operators' Association, notwithstanding the fact that it had an agreement fixing wages with the United Mine Workers of America, District 


No. 2, for the period of April 1st, 1916, to March 31st, 1918, did on five separate occasions during the year 1917, namely January 1st, April 30th, 


May 12th, October 6& and November 3rd, materially increase the wages of the miners. 


Oh April 26th, 1920, the cost of living still continuing on a high basis, the operators and miners of this district concluded a scale agreement on a 


further increased wage basis, effective April 1st, 1920, to March 31st? 1922. Slightly more than four months later, on August 16th, 1920, the opera- 
tors granted a further increase by paying an additional $1.50 per day for all day labor. 
! 


It was soon after the agreement of August 16th, 1920, that 


the usual depression following all wars started and has continued 
with growing intensity to this day. The.demand for coal was most 
seripusly affected. The operators. employing, non-union.: labor 
throughout the United States, as well as employers of labor in all 
father industries, reduced wages, until today the wages paid in all 
basic industries have been reduced from a war basis to what ap- 
proximates a peace basis. 


The United Mine Workers of America of District No. 2, re- 


fused to reduce or modify its contract wage basis and forced the 
operator employing union labor to pay war wages up to March 
31stjl922. 
; 


,. .... .The operator employing no>h-uni6n labor during the depres- 
sion which still exists, by reason of a reduction, of wages could 
put a ton of coal oh,the market for not t» exceed one-^alf of what 
it cost the operator employing union labor to produce a ton of coal, 


which resulted in the non-union fields taking the bulk of the market 
demand from the union fields, thereby forcing the operator em- 
ploying union labor, to a very large extent, out of the markets of 
the world because he could not compete, and thereby reducing 
the number of work days for the union miner.

Today the union miners not only demand war wages in tune 


of peace and depression, but go a step farther, in increasing the 
costs to the union operator by demanding a six hour day and a five 
day week, which would, if the demands were sgranted, .absolutely 
put-the operator employing union labor out of the market and 
hence out of business.

On April 15th, 1916, the miners 
and operators of this district concluded; a wage scale agreement covering the period from April 1st, 1916, to March 31st, 1918, on an increased wage 


basis over and above the agreement of May, 1914.

The United States declared war upon Germany April 6th, 1917, and upon Austria December 7th, 1917, resulting in an extraordinary demand

for coal, and materials and supplies of all kinds, producing increased prices and cost of living. 


The Operators' Association, notwithstanding the fact that it had an agreement fixing wages with the United Mine Workers of America, District 


No. 2, for the period of April 1st, 1916, to March 31st, 1918, did on five separate occasions during the year 1917, namely January 1st, April 30th, 


May 12th, October 6& and November 3rd, materially increase the wages of the miners. 


Oh April 26th, 1920, the cost of living still continuing on a high basis, the operators and miners of this district concluded a scale agreement on a 


further increased wage basis, effective April 1st, 1920, to March 31st? 1922. Slightly more than four months later, on August 16th, 1920, the opera- 
tors granted a further increase by paying an additional $1.50 per day for all day labor. 
! 


It was soon after the agreement of August 16th, 1920, that 


the usual depression following all wars started and has continued 
with growing intensity to this day. The.demand for coal was most 
seripusly affected. The operators. employing, non-union.: labor 
throughout the United States, as well as employers of labor in all 
father industries, reduced wages, until today the wages paid in all 
basic industries have been reduced from a war basis to what ap- 
proximates a peace basis. 


The United Mine Workers of America of District No. 2, re- 


fused to reduce or modify its contract wage basis and forced the 
operator employing union labor to pay war wages up to March 
31stjl922.

,. .... .The operator employing no>h-uni6n labor during the depres- 
sion which still exists, by reason of a reduction, of wages could 
put a ton of coal oh,the market for not t» exceed one-^alf of what 
it cost the operator employing union labor to produce a ton of coal, 


which resulted in the non-union fields taking the bulk of the market 
demand from the union fields, thereby forcing the operator em- 
ploying union labor, to a very large extent, out of the markets of 
the world because he could not compete, and thereby reducing 
the number of work days for the union miner.

Today the union miners not only demand war wages in tune 


of peace and depression, but go a step farther, in increasing the 
costs to the union operator by demanding a six hour day and a five 
day week, which would, if the demands were sgranted, .absolutely 
put-the operator employing union labor out of the market and 
hence out of business.
